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STATEMENT of the CASE 

On May 23, 2005, Counsel for the Pafcnt filed the hcrem Request for Mediation/Hearing 
oa bcb*lf of the parent and student complainTng the District of CohirobU Public Schools (DCPS) 
denied a Free Appropriate Ptiblk Education (FAPE) to the fiM Specifically, Counsel fcr the 
Parent conq^laMed of the non-defivety of special education sendees for the p^od Octob^ 2004 
through May 25, Z005 and, for idief; requested compensatory education. 

Tire Student Hearing OflSce, DCPS^ Bc*edttfed a hearing in this matter for 1 :00 P. M , 
Thursday, June 30, 2005. The hearing was subsequoitly rescheduled for 3:00 P.M., Thursday, 
July 14, 2005 at DCPS Headquarters, 825 North Capitol Street, NE S* Floor, Hearing Room 1, 
WashmgtOTi, D.C. 20002. The hearing cofwened as rescheduled. 



JURISDICriON 

The bearing convmed Under Public Law 105-1 7, The Individuals with Disabilities 
Education Act Amendments of 1997, 20 United Sates Code 1400 cL seq.; Title 34 of the Code 
of Federal Regulations, Part 300; and Title V of the District of Cohiiiibia Municipal Reflations 



ISSUE: 



Whether the student ms enrided to eompensatoty edncation firom October 2004 
througlh May 25, ZOOS for special education services not ddivered? 



SUMMARY of the EVIDENCE and FINDINGS of FACT 

By bcsimile dated Juty 7, 2005^ DCPS disclosed 10 mtnesses and 10 documents. 

By iacsimile dated July 7, 2005, the parent disclosed 4 witnesses and 50 documeots. 

Parent Docnmi^it No 3, was struck finomihe disclosure at the request of both, parties. The 
remaining documents were placed into the recotd and are referenced/footnoted herein wbere 
relevant. 

Counsel for the Parent referenced the May 28, 2004 lEP, Parent Document No 44, 
completed a1 Cardozo Sr. Tfigh School that coded the student MR with 23.25 hours of special 
education services and represented that when die studeat wis transferred to Roosevelt St. Hiigh 
School in October 2004, Rooseveli SHS foiled to deKver all of the 23.25 hours of services; that 
the MDT cmivened on March 9^ 2005 at Rooseveh SHS and, without supporting evaluations, 
completed an lEP, Parent Documem No 24, that reduced the indicated hoars of special education 
services to 18.25. Cbunse] for the Parent stated that the boors were increased to 23.45 by TEP 
completed at Roosevelt SHS <m May 25, 2005, Parent Document No 7. 

DCPS wis ordered forward 

The Special Education Coordinator, Roosevelt SHS, testified via telqihone that she was 
familiar with the student and that vAen the studeat began to attend Roosevelt Sr. High School

somcHme m November 2004, the Carfozo SHS May 28, 2004 lEP that she bronghl with her was 
inq>leiBcnted; that she conducted the Marcli 9, 2005, the May 25, 2005 and the June 21 , 2005 
MDT/IEProeetmB$fortbesaideot. Tlie Cdonlmator testified that the Maich 9, 2005 MDT/EP 
meeting was convened as a rcsah of the Hcaxing OflBccr's Decision (HOD) issued in this matter 
August 2, 2004 liM required an MDT/IEP meeting for the student on orbefoie 
Scptemhcr30, 2004, Paient Document No 43, but thai the March 9, 2005 DEP never became 6nal 
and was never inqjfcmentcd. The Coonlinator testified that the May 28, 2004 Canfozo SHS lEP 
was implemented id Roosevelt SHS mitil tke May 25, 2005 1EP was coinpleted; that also 
coinpleted at the May 23, 2005 MDT/IEP meeting and which the educational consultant signed 
was a compensatory edncatien plan with 50 hours^ of reading and 50 hours of math. The 
Coordinator testified that on June 21, 2005 and wMi parartt qiptoval, an lEP that coded the 
student LDwtth 23.45 hoars ofspecial education servkes was con^eted. Oi cross^ 
examination, the Cooidmator was referred to page 2 of the May 25, 2005 MDT meetiiig notes, 
Parent Document Ko 8, i^diere it was noted that the educational advocate disagreed with tte 100 
hours of conqiensatory education oflfeted in the plan. In response, the CoordinatoT testified that 
the August 2, 2004 HOD that ordered the March 9, 2005 lEP meeting also ordered that a 
coanpensatoiy education plan be convicted- On ledtrect, the Coordtnator testified that the 
specialized instruction schedule for the student placed the student in 5 spedal educatnm classes: 
math resource, math foundation 1, math jfoundation 2, EngUsh resource, and job training; that for 
ait, Enghsfa 1, P£ and computer application the student attended regular educatmn classes, DCPS 
Document No 10. The Coordinator testified that related services schedules for disabled students 
at Roosevelt SHS were ddiv^ed to the related service providers and that the related service 
providers were to note and infiirm her of any service not defivcred. On recross-examination and 
referred to the February 9, 2005 Roosevelt SHS Rq>ort Card, Parent Document No 30, the 
Coordinator testified that, for that semester, the student was programmed for 15 hours of 
specialized instruction as opposed to the 22 hours Indicated on the May 28, 2004 EBP. 

The Educational Cmisubant testified that he was the educational consohant/advocate for 
the student beginning sometime in August 2004 and that he visited Roosevelt SHS to observed 
the student in the art class on October 20, 2004; that he attended the March 9, 2005 and 
May 25, 2005 lEPmeetings. The Cofisuftant testified that during the May 9, 2005 MDT/IEP 
meeting he asked fox documentation of the delrveiy of q>ecial educations services, and by 
subsequent mail, received onl^ the an unsigned statement, Parent Document No 26. As to the 
May 25, 2005 compensate^ education plan, the educational consultant testified that he signed 
the plan to ^gnify his MDT meml)ershq>, not agreement wfth the plan. 

Counsel for the Parent stated that an MDT meeting to discuss and determine 
compen satory education would be acceptd>le relief 

In consideration of the representations^ testimony and documents, the hearing officer 
found the following ficts: 

L From the date of matriculatjon to Rooseveh Senior High Sdtool to 

May 25, 2005 the student was to received 22 hours of specialized instructional 

and 1 .5 hours related services as indicated on May 28, 2004 lEP. 

2. The March 9, 2005 lEP was not finalized nor was k ever implememed. 
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3, Tlie undated May 25, 2005 cowpes^satory edncaHcm plan was not agreed to by 
the educationil advocate; the student did receive some services under the pUra as 
Roosevelt SHS began tbe in^lemenution of the plan, 

4. RooscveH SHS did not iiscIXyS encounter foims to docotnem the deliveiy 
of Telatcd services to disabled students. 



DISCUSSION and CONCLUSIONS OF lAW 



DCPS 18 required to make FAPE availnble to sU cbfldren with dbadbSities 
mAin the jnriMlieiioii of the IMstrict of Cotombia. 

34 CER 300.300 leqinresDCPS to fiilly evaluate evc^ child su^ected of bavmg 
a disability within, the jmisdiction of the District of CohinAi^ ages 3 tfarongh 21, detcsnosbie 
efigtbility for special education services and, if efigOtle, pzovide same tbiougb an ^propiiate lEP 
and Pfacerocnt. Iferein, DCPS did not meet its burden. The May 28, 2004 lEP that accompanied 
the student from Cardozo SHS to Rooseveh SHS sometime in October 2004 required Rooseveh 
SHS to deliver 22 hours of ^ccialized instmctional and 1.5 hour related services to the student 
until the May 23, 2005. DCPS did esublish that all of those services were deKvered and, as 
such, DCPS Denied a TAPE to the stndenL The student b eotitLed to conq>ensatory educati<m. 

In considenatton of the foregoing, the hearing o£Eiccr made the foflowing 



ORDER 

1. Within 60 days horeoi; DCPS shall convene an MDT 
meeting at Y^ich the form, amount and delivery of 
con^ensatory education for special education services 
not dehvexed to the student fromOaober 2004 
thiougjh May 25, 2005 will be discnssed and 
determmed. There will be set off ibr couqvensatoiy 
education delivered under the May 25, 2005 
Compensatoiy Education Plan. For dilutes are this 
paragraph, dther party may request a hearing. 

2, For tfie said MDT meeting, fichednlmg is to be through 
and notices are to be sat to Counsel for the Parent excqn 
that, for evc^ryday of unavailability of paient/educatianal 
advocate/Counsel for the Parent, the deadline herein will 
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be extended one day. For difjmtes under this paragriph, 
with the bardeD of proof on DCPS, docatnentatioQ of the 
patties will be relied upon ta detenmne the good faith of 
each party.
